A Remarkable Performance 


IV^TTH consummate skill a sure and 
W careful touch. President Ken¬ 
nedy seems lo hav* come through hi* 
first serious international crisis. While 
ft Is by no mrsns egrtsin. the guess 
at thla motnrnt ta that the fighting In 
Laos can be ended abort of direct mili¬ 
tary intervention by tha'SEATO pact 
powers. 

What makes . the president's per 
forma nr* the more remarkable Is tfiat 
he found himself In Ihe midst of a 
mesa he had Inherited from the past. 
The choices before him were almost 
equally bleak and forbidding. 

To have tel taios go down the drain, 
bv way of military conquest directed 
by the Communist Viet Mlnh with ma¬ 
teriel furnished by the Soviets, was Ilk 
tolerable. That would have undermined 
all of Southeast Asia. The neighboring 
governments with their own grave 
problems of instability and Communist 
Infiltration and subversion would hav* 
followed down Ihe a*me slippery slope. 

But the president had no illusion* 
■bout the choir* of military Interven¬ 
tion. Glib talk of "another Korea” 
cannot convey th* extraordinary diffi¬ 
culties of any Western military opera¬ 
tion In a landlocked country of track- 
lea* Jungle and mountain* Lao* shares 
nearly a thousand mile* of uncontrolled 
and for the most part unmarked border 
with Red china and Communist North 
Viet Nam. Th# authority of the cen¬ 
tral government In Vientiane has never 
really been established In Ihe northern 
province* snd. for that mailer, 'lability 
outside the garrison cities has bren 
Irregular and uncertain Laos la. in 
short, a Humpty-Dumpty country 
pushed up on -th* wall by first on* 
aide and then |he other. ~a

But th* president did not hesitat* 
over Ihe need lo use force If It should 
come to that. A carefully phased pro¬ 
gram was worked oul. Including in the 
later stages air drops by American 
troops with the goal of holding th* 
valley of the Mekoqg River and Vien¬ 
tiane and perhaps also th* royal capi¬ 
tal of Luang Prating. Thla Involved. It 
la nepadss 10 aay. the grave risk of 
encouraging a sizeable Incursion of 
Communist Viet Mtnh across the un¬ 
marked and undefended border. Thee* 
guerrilla forces living on a few hands- 
ful of rice a day can move through 
Jungle country. Impenetrable to West- 
erhers. Big talk within the Pentagon 
about shutting off-the mountain passe* 
by air attack simply shows how lltlla 
this kind of warfare la understood. „

By hla restraint the president suc¬ 
ceeded in holding together virtually 
all elements of public opinion, and the 
Impression of unity before th* world 
was on* of his assets With this same 
restraint he avoided »hr« rattling and 
scare talk - Ihe dubious rhetoric of ihe 
cold war. 

That rhetoric — the nonsensical 
• talking tough” of past cold war ex¬ 
change* serves no purposes. It. never 
fools the Communists who know 
exactly what are the card* In both 
hand*. Aa past experience has shown. 
It chiefly frightens America's allies, 
alienates Ihe neutral and uncommitted 
powers and feeds the dangerous illu¬ 
sion of those her* at home who fael 
that If only wa can get In there and 
fight wf can get It all over with and 
atop worrying.

Along about the middle of May. 
.plunge the pot up to Us rim In the . 
Outdoor garden. Continue watering 
UntHythe stems and leaves start to 
turn yellow, then reduce quantity 
but do not withhold entirely. 

In September, shake out the bulb 
from the pot and soil, taking care to 
preserve all the roots. If It seems 
dean and healthy and fiee*from rot, 
repot. It In (rrah soil and a freshly- 
scrubbed pot. Keep In a shaded place 
. outdoors, watering sparingly, until 
October, then bring Indoors and grow 
In a sunny window. Don't he Impa¬ 
tient during this period—It could 
easily be January before any shoots 
appear. The plant should bloom 
sometime In the spring, but not 
necessarily In time for Easter— you 
need a proper greenhouse and close 
control of temperature for such 
accurate timing.

W. C.. Victoria i. I suspect the cause 
of death In your seed-grown aspara¬ 
gus plants was rust disease. Plants 
grown from seeds seem la be much 
more susceptible to this infection 
than those grown from purchased 
roots—probably because the roots are 
' of varieties which have developed 
some resistance to rust Infection over 
the years. . 

If you replant your asparagus. I 
suggest you purchase roots of the 
variety Mary- Washington, which ael- 
_dom comes down with rust. It would

ground.

About the only answer Is to treat 
Ihe whole plot with aldrtn or hepta 
chlor. Instructions snd rates of appli 
cation are given on the package labeL 
I should wsrn you that this Is a 
rather expensive proposition and I 
am not too happy over the long-term 
result of applying such powerful 
chemicals to the toll for fear of kill 
ing off bacteria and other beneficial 
life In the soiL It would really be 
better to pass up potatoes for a few 
.years, while keeping up a high 
standard of cultivation.

Bui there was never a film that 
sou Id convey the hideous reality, 
aw whole building* did a I arias* ie, 
tottering fandango,In the sky; aa 
Whole blocks of shattered stood- 
week tome crashing down, with 
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a (fin that was barely beard In the 
deeper, more sinister rumble iroan 
below the earth. 

In tus expensive sulla In the 
Palace Hotel. Caruso lay al o eping 
- dreaming, perhaps, of that last 
great rapiuroui surge of applause. 
But it was a less gratifying sound 
that awakened him to the discov¬ 
ery that he had been flung to the 
floor, and that the walls wore 
alewing ahqut him. i 

Pearful that the sudden shock 
might havejharmed his voice, the 
great tenor fan Jo hie window and 
released a long, clear note over 
the terrible chaos below. 

It was oilr of a thousand crazy 
scenes that crazy night In San 
Francisco. For 30 seconds the 
terror lasted. Then, when the 
earths madness seemed to have

Its fingers licked out every¬ 
where. Within mtoulea. whole 
blocks of buildings were crackling 
charnel hnun Aa the Qamee 
swept on unchecked, thousands

watched their homes reduced to 
burned out rubble. 

Unchecked,? It became a Ia¬ 
mbus scandal afterwards, ot 
course. But thal dtd-mot help tha 
’ firemen then. They could not 
cheek tha last advancing tire be¬ 
cause they had no water. There 
should have been plenty The . 
water company had laid a 30 Inch 
main into San Francisco. They 
had let It Into the city over the 
easiest, shortest route. 

BuF the trouble was that this 
route passed right bver the San 
Andrea Fault, a blemish in the 
earth,'* rocky crust that largely 
explains San Francisco'* suscepti¬ 
bility to earthquakes. That was 
marine**, many argued afterwards. 
For. Of cpuiwe. the Aral .rumble 
of the 'quake put the main out of 
action for good. 

All ihe firemen could do was 
to blow up whole blocks of bulld- 
f ings ahead of the hpngry flames, 
hoping In time to atop them short. 
But they ran out of dynamite 
before they roulri complete *o vast' 
a task. And wtITI the Are burned., 
For three riava It burned, and the 
thick smoke hung miles high In 
the cloudless sky 

San Francisco was Isolated from 
Ihe worl'd. lie letth-s lammed 
with horrifies* hopeless families 
struggling to get aboard the over¬ 
worked ferries. 

The lucky ones were the Wont) 
who got across the bav. For the 
400 000 who did not. there were 
Iron rations eked out from what 
food storks remained, conked and 
eaten In whatever crude shelter 
they could make for themselves 
among the razed masonry 

Anyone caught looting was

Npt for days were there news¬ 
paper* or even telegrams to or 
from the city ‘‘Bui at last tha 
■ fire was out. Relief organizations 
were tackling their mammoth task 
like a military :op<’ration. 'Tho 
numb'd city began to count the 
prone. . 

Almost miraculously, fewer than 
'1.000 had died. But Jg 000 home* 
were no longer there. Those be , 
. seconds of earthquake had left a 
blD of S20 million in rained prop¬ 
arty: the Tire, moving In after¬ 
wards. had bumped the kill up to 
more than $400 million.

Back in the early 1940* the 
Lions Club of East Vancouver 
had espoused the cause' of as¬ 
sistance to crippled youngsters 
and. In 1944-1945, had asked 
the'victoria club to undertake 
care of the Vancouver Island 

area. ■) 

By the late 1940s the project 
had become too larfee for in¬ 
dividual clubs to mafrifciin so 
that, in 1952, the registered 
society was fofmed^^bmisting 
of liona Oubs and other or¬ 
ganizations 

In 1950 this society, together 
with ths Polio Foundation of B.C, 
set up a joint management com- 
nittiee. Both continued to operate 
under their own identity but they 
eliminated duplication of effort, 
reduced overhead expenaes and co¬ 
ordinated their progress Thps, 
they have one executive director, 
Ian King, and one oentcal office, 
at 443 West Broadway in Vancou¬ 
ver. 

The following year a joint man¬ 
agement committee* for Victor!^ 
was established with Alan Sutton 
as executive secretary, located at 
BTO Pembroke Street. 

The activities of the B C Society 
for Crippled Children fall mainly 
under three Important headings. 

The first of these is the “Bunny 
Bus* service end there are some 
interesting and Illuminating facta 
and figures forthcoming from the 
annual report on this. 

Appearing under the formidable 
title of "report of transporatlon 
committee." it la really a story of 
continuous assistance given In a 
most needful erea. 

During the 12 months ending 
on May *1, I960. Bunny Buses - 
22 of them in ell carried 105.553 
passengers and travelled 294.541 
miles. During the calendar year 
of 1960 the number of passengers 
rose to 122.709 or 15 .per cent and 
the miles travelled went up no les* 
than 20 pet cent to 371.389 

Actually these figures fall short 
of the true picture because the 
* three Victoria buses were only In¬ 
cluded In the statistical calcula- 
lions since September 6 of 1990. 
A rough estimate Indicates that 
the three Victoria buses will each 
cover 10.000 miles and carry 2.500 
passengers in 1961. 

All the 22 buses are now making 
an average of 67JJ trips a day, 
covering the Greater Victoria. 
Greater Vancouver and Fraser 
Valley areas. 

A Summer Camp for Crippled 


Children la another project. In 
1960 there were two two weeK 
camps for boys and one for gills, 
all at Loon Lake, near Haney. 

There were 86 campers and they 
represenied "practically every 
major disability wilb 22 diag-/ 
nos tic groups." The not coat was 
just under 18.50 per child per 
day of which. In about half the 
96 rases involved. $2 a day was 
paid by Sponsoring agencies or 
parents. " 

The quest for a permanent 
campsite Is now being prosecuted; 
at.the time of the report in March 
h site for 1961 had not yet heed 
established. 

The B.C. Society for Crippled 
Children also undertakes the care 
of Individual eases as well es 
group projects. It underwrites the 
cost of operations, braces and 
other remedial measure* ■ The 
Joint management committee m 
Victoria, for Instance... sponsored 
two heart operations In i960 cost¬ 
ing 5800. at well as paymofit nf 
other medical bills and drug 
accounts.

Moreover, although their profession is so compelling that it adds a parchment 
tinge to their complexions and sharp edges to their lips, although even in intimate circumstances the 
habit of the Law induces precision and even dialectics, they possess no uniformity of chara cter b ut 
are Individually as varied and as colored as a Bombay crowd. Moreover, we are told about successful 
lawyers only, who are men of character and intelligence: we are not expected to be interested in the 
drab briefless miseries who shuffle round the Inns of Court.

decorative title deriving horn the 
days of Edward the Confeosor. 
when the Lord Chancellor was 
also the King’s rtaplain. • 

SOMETHIN! of this sacerdotal 
tradition has survived: It was 
Haldane whom King George V 
consulted when in -tribulation over 
his constitutional duties. Sucres- 
alee Lord ChanoaHors. as Lord 
Russell points out. have given 
special emphasis to one or other 
of these varied functions. Some 
of them have cared more lor the 
law th,tl for politics, others have 
cared more for politics than for 
legal reform: some of them, and 
notably Lord Birkenhead, have 
displayed abundant energy In both 
public affair* and lags! reform. 

Lord Russell prefers his heroes 
to be omniscient «id ubiquitous; 
M may be this Idrsl that leads him 

to pronounce Lord BirkenMed 
“among the greatest of our Lord 
Chancellors" In spite of hie vio¬ 
lent and brilliant incursions Into 
politics, ht spite of hls wit Bir¬ 
kenhead proved a profound and 
creative reformer. “No one. 
writes Lord Rusoetl. "ha. more In¬ 
delibly left his stamp upon the 
law of England .“ 

Not all Lord Chancellors have 
set examples of Integrity and l«s 
Bee. Jeffreys may not have been 
quite so Ignomant. brutal and 
drunken as the Whig histcrisns 
have pretended, but he was cer- 
„ talnly not impartial and was as 
B vituperative In hls summing up 
m Frelaler or Fouquier Tlnvlllc 
themselves Somers was the find 
to establish the principle that the 
Law must be dispassionate and 
that the duty of a Judge to «« he 
moderate and impartial and not 
to upbraid hls victims. 


NOT ALL Lord Chancellors 
have maintained the Independence 
of the Judiciary and shown thrm- 
eelveo above Bettering the sov¬ 
ereign power. Herdwlcke went 
out of hie *my to laud butcher 
Cumberland: Ektoa. who was by 
temperament an Intriguer, sup¬ 
ported the most reactionary 
views; and Campbell, a malicious 
man. was aa Inveterate time¬ 
server.
